Arts  and  Sciences  Classroom 
Building  Hearing  Completion 


Louisiana's  largest  college 
classroom  building — a  $3.2  mil- 
lion Arts  and  Sciences  Building — 
is  nearing  completion  at  North- 
western. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
said  the  four-story,  216-room 
structure  is  about  95  percent 
complete,  and  officials  are  hop- 
ing to  be  able  to  open  the  build- 
ing for  the  beginning  of  the 
summer  semester. 

Featuring  facilities  for  a  num- 
ber of  unique  classes,  the  build- 
ing will  seat  some  2,600  students 
per  hour,  or  more  than  40  per- 
cent of  the  total  enrollment  at 
the  college. 

Contractor  for  the  multi-mil- 
lion dollar  facility  is  Tudor  Con- 
struction Co.,  of  Alexandria. 
Work  has  been  under  way  since 


August  of   1966. 

Housed  in  the  building  will  be 
the  departments  of  languages, 
history,  sociology,  social  sciences, 
mathematics  and  microbiology. 
The  audio-visual  center  will  also 
be  located  in  the  building  as  will 
the  Williamson  Museum,  a 
weather  station,  numerous  lab- 
oratories, two  auditoriums,  class- 
rooms and  offices. 

The  building  is  of  steel  I-beam 
construction  with  concrete  blocks 
and  bricks  used  extensively.  In- 
terior walls  will  be  of  brick, 
plaster   and   vinyl    wallpaper. 

One  of  the  two  auditoriums, 
seating  370  persons,  resembles  a 
small  theatre  and  features  a  car- 
peted rear  wall  for  acoustical 
purposes.  The  other  has  seats  for 
some  150  students.

A  breakdown  of  enrollment 
figures  at  Northwestern  shows 
that  Caddo  Parish  is  the  school's 
leading  contributoi  of  students 
this  spring. 

Caddo,  which  for  several  years 
has  had  the  largest  number  of 
students  at  Northwestern  of  all 
the  Louisiana  parishes,  is  repre- 
sented by  452  men  students  and 
528  women  students  for  a  total 
of  890. 

Figures  reveal  that  of  North- 
western's  record  spring  enroll- 
ment of  5,487,  a  total  of  5,218  of 
the  students  are  from  Louisiana. 
The  Louisiana  students  make  up 
95  percent  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment of  the  college. 

All  64  of  Louisiana's  parishes 
are  represented  at  Northwestern. 
In  addition,  there  are  237  out- 
of-state  students  from  34  states 
and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Also  registered  this  semester  are 
42  students  from  17  foreign 
countries. 

Texas  is  the  leading  contribu- 
tor of  out-of-state  students  at 
Northwestern,  and  Arkansas 
ranks  second. 

Natchitoches  Parish  has  the 
second  largest  number  of  stu- 
dents at  the  college  with  882.  The 
third  largest  contributor  of  stu- 
dents to  Northwestern  is  Rapides 
with  556,  including  285  men  and 
271    women. 

Bossier  Parish  is  fourth  with 
an  enrollment  of  276  students, 
giving  the  Caddo-Bossier  area  a 
total  of  1,276.  Caddo  and  Bossier 
have  23  percent  of  the  North- 
western   student   population. 

Other  parishes  contributing 
more  than  200  students  to  North- 
western's  enrollment  are  Vernon 
with  235  and  Sabine  with  217. 

Following  in  order  among  the 
leaders  are  East  Baton  Rouge 
161;  Webster  151;  DeSoto  128  and 
Avoyelles  122. 

will  include  photography  facili- 
ties, a  closed-circuit  television 
operation,  including  a  studio  and 
control  room,  and  a  film  library.

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Baptist  Union 
is  Being  Built 

Being  constructed  at  a  cost  of 
some  $183,000.  the  versatile  com- 
plex is  expected  to  be  completed 
in   time   for  use   in   September. 

Featuring  French  Chateau  ar- 
chitecture and  split  level  con- 
struction, the  union  is  located  on 
the  block  fronting  College  Ave- 
nue between  North  and  Lee 
Streets,  directly  across  from 
Sheib  Hall  on  the  Northwestern 
campus. 

Included  in  the  center  are  a 
lounge  area,  a  chapel  seating 
350,  a  recreation  and  dining 
area,  offices,  kitchen,  council 
room,  library,  prayer  room  and 
an   efficiency  apartment. 

A  parking  lot  with  space  for 
more  than  50  automobiles  will 
also  be  built.  Miss  Myra  Gulledge, 
BSU  director  at  Northwestern 
for  16  years,  said  the  new  build- 
ing will  provide  ample  space  to 
meet  the  growing  need  at  the 
college,  which  has  some  3.000 
Baptist    preference    students. 

The  facility  is  owned  by  the 
District  Eight  Baptist  Convention, 
which  is  comprised  of  the  Baptist 
churches  in  Natchitoches,  Red 
River,  DeSoto  and  Sabine  par- 
ishes. It  is  operated  by  the  Dis- 
trict Eight  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  Louisiana  Baptist  Con- 
vention. 

Located  on  a  lot  292  by  182 
feet,  the  building  will  be  operated 
and  constructed  by  a  committee 
headed  by  Dr.  James  Carter,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Natchitoches.  Cost  of  the  lot 
was  $112,000.

Demolition  Work  Gets  Under  Way 
On  Rebel  Hall;  Parking  Lot  Set 


Demolition  work  has  begun  at 
Northwestern  on  Rebel  Hall,  a 
frame  building  which  has  served 
as  a  dormitory  for  more  than  30 
years. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpat- 
rick  said  plans  call  for  a  parking 
lot  to  be  built  on  the  area  left 
vacant  by  the  demolition  of  the 
building. 

Rebel  Hall  is  located  on  Cas- 
pari  Street  in  the  center  of  the 
campus  near  the  Student  Union. 

The  Home  Management  House. 
which  is  west  of  Rebel  Hall,  will 
also  be  moved  to  make  more 
parking  space  available  for  the 
new  Arts  and  Sciences  Building, 
which  will  be  completed  in  the 
near    future. 

However,  the  Home  Manage- 
ment House  will  not  be  moved 
until  it  can  be  relocated  in  the 
present  home  of  the  president 
Preliminary  plans  have  been  ap- 
proved tor  a  new  president's 
home. 

Constructed    in    1937    by    mem 
hers    of    the    National    Youth    Ad- 
ministration.   Rebel    Hall    was  or- 
iginally  a  women's  dormitory  and 
a    lOCial   center.   It   consisted   of  30 

rooms  and  a  large  social  room 
in  the  center. 

The  dorm  was  built  originally 
for  a  cost  of  $14,400  by  the  stu- 
dent Laborers.  In  the  early  1950s,
